Students at Fashionable School Tour 
Europe Under Her Care. 


(From The New York Evening Sun.) 
Chaperonage is especially identjied 
with teachers in girls’ colleges, semina- 
| ries and the fashionable private day and 
| boarding schools of large cities. It is a 
' feature of New York schools, especia!ly. 
Partios are made up, from two to four- 
teen, and over that number at times, 
when two or more teachers unite in 
chaperoning. These opportunities pre- 
Sent themselves yoar after year, and 
are greatly in favor with families living 
south and west, whose daughters are 
being eduated east and ‘‘finished off” 
at well known schools In town. The 
girls’ parents are not always able to 
leave home for European travel, and are 
wisely convinced that Mabel or Rit ta will 
be better informed and sce foreign coun- 
tries more to thelr advantage with 4 
competent chaperon than {if they went 
with thelr own family and blundered 
along. The daughters, later on are ox-

In commenting on the subject Shearson, 
Hammill & Co., bankers and brokers, of 
New York and Atlanta, said yesterday: 

Bullish Items in Market. 

“There are some prefty bullish items in 
the present cotton ajtuation. For one 
thing, there has been an early killing 
“frost, on a later and less vigorous crop 
than last season, the effect of which is 
therefore two-fold. In the first place, 
it means that maturity of partly ripened 
bolls is out of the question, and in the 
second place, it means that there is but 
little chance for new growth in the frost- 
visited sections. There is no doubt but 
that the Atlantics were in shape to make 
@ good top crop, but this would now seem 
to be out of the question. 

“Another, and very important feature, 
one that may make itself felt later on, 
is the condition of southern finances. 
dhose interests conversant with cotton 
belt money matters will tel] you that 
money is a relatively cheap article just 
now. Banks are offering it to exporters 
and factors at comparatively low rates, 
and in large amounts, and as a 
matter of fact, southern money is being 
offered in New York below quoted rates. 
Banks, however, haven't gotallthe cash. 
“It is scattered all over the belt. That is 
the secret of the planters’ independence; 
he can sell cotton, or hang on, just as he 
sees fit, 

‘The question of consumption is very 
interesting. Ellison's estimate is 11,3/6,- 
000 bales, which would seem to be a 
very conservative figure.

outlet for cotton is gradually broadening. 
New fields are being opened and manu- 
facturing facilities are being increased. 
England alone has something over 4,500,- 
000 new spindles, and what is more, mills 
everywhere are running on full time. It 
therefore seems safe to say that the in- 
creased spindleage, the buoyancy of cot- 
ton trade generally, the crop outlook and 
the very considerable margin between the 
price of raw cotton and of its product 
more than offsets any advantage that de- 
mand may have gained over supply as a 
result of last season’s enormous con- 
sulmptioz. 

“If such ig the case, it is reasonable tg 
believe that the world wants ootton just 
as badly as it did a year ago this time, 
for the simple reason that if 1,750,000 
extra bales were needed to pad out the 
consumption ..oLows without leaving any 
Surplus, it follows that extra cotton is 
needed this season in proportion to the 
progress made by consumption, which in 
this instance is about equai to the ex- 
cess consumption of |906; that is, if the 
new spindies are put on full time an¥@ 
consume |,900,000 bales as estimated the 
better trade conditions will take care of 
the 750,000 bales. Therefore the margin 
between prospective supply and demand 
would appear to be even narrower than it 
was last year this time.’ 


Peace Helps Situation. 


l. J, Anderson & Co, in discussing the 
situation were particularly clear in say- 
ing why the market would likely remain 
good. 


Said a representative of this firm in 
talking of the situation: 

“There are many elements which enter
